Re-Build Rheims 
Ia 5 to 6 Years 


* RHEIMS, France, Jan. 12.—The 
city,of Rhelms may be rebullt with- 
in five years. This is the opinion of 
Marquis Melchior de Polignac, presi- 
dent of the Co-operative Society for 
the Reconstruction of Rheims. At 
the most, he says, the work will not 
require more than six or seven years. 


. | The amount of work remaining to be 


done is estimated by the Marquis to 
cost 1,000,000,000 francs, of which 
100,000,000 is for reparations and 
900,000,000 for reconstruction. He 
says that the society will have 200,- 
000,000 francs placed at its disposal 
each year for the next flve years. 
This is by arrangement of credits 
with the Department. of Public 
Works.

The urgent necessity of removing 
from the immigration laws,of Can- 
ada. all irksome restrictions which 
are hampering the entry Into Can- 
ada of good settlera for the farm 
lands and forests of the. Dominion 
waa presented in no uncertain terms 
by Lord Shaughnessy, Chairman of 
the C.P.R., speaking ~-before the 
Junior Bar Association of Montreal 
in the Reform Club. 

“The natural feeling that grew out 
of the war,” 3xid his Lordship, “en- 
couraged the placing of restrictions 
on immigration that have been most 
disastrous in their results. We must 
heve these restrictions removed, We 
must have settlers from all over the 
wor'd, not artisans, but men who 
Wi}! go out on to our lands and our 
forests and fisheries and help to de- 
velop these resources, an 
must be an insistent demand on Par- 
liament to pass legislation that will 
open the doors to them.” 

His Lordship further inted to 
the need of making Canadian 
citizens of these immigrants, and to 
foster throughout the Dominion the 
spirit of Canadian citizenship. Mu- 
tual understanding and neighborli- 
ness between Canadians at opposite 
extremities of the Dominion must be 
promoted by every possible means.

It is one of the moet old-fashioned 
mines (maginable.” You will find no 
rapid hauling machinery, no cage 
that descends at lightning speed into 
the bowels of the earth. You walk 
into the mine through sloping gal- 
leries and then climb down to itr 
depths by means of long ladders. As 
you descend you wish that you had!

Aviators Go With. Amundsen 


CHRISTIANIA, Norway, Jan. 9— 
(By mail)—Two Norwegian aviators 
Lieutenant Omdal- and: Sergeant Odd 
Dahl, will accompany Ronalé Am- 
undsen when he starts north sgain 
from Seattle, Wash., next May and 
will make a dash for the North Pole 
by_alrplane. 

They will also carry a moving 
picture outfit and about 30,000 feet 
of film. Two extra men have been 
engaged here by Amundsen for the 
expedition. 

Both Omdal and Dahl are expert 
wireless operators and expect to keep 
the “Maud,” Amundsen’a ship, in 
touch with Spitsbergen and tq re- 
celve messages from the Norwegian 
wireless station at Stavanger . 


The two aviators will join the 
“Maud” at Seattle. The airplanes 
to be used in the North Pole dash 
will have motors of 60 horse-power, 
accommodate two passengers and be 
provided with skis and wheels. 

Only one machine will be used at 
a time and the other held in reserve. 
As the “Maud” does not offer suf- 
ficlent space, a~shed must be built 
on the ice for them.
